Our teachers and students worked hard this year as we
continued to use our strategic plan and its research-based
strategies to improve student achievement and district
operations.

We're working to ensure that we have a comprehensive,
relevant curriculum that supports national academic
standards as well as the state standards. Our efforts in this
area included making sure that teachers have standards-
based curriculum documents and that our curriculum offers
the skills and knowledge students need for success.

We're working to offer quality instruction for all students.
We've fully implemented Open Court Reading across the
district, and we’ve placed an emphasis on using math
manipulatives in all elementary and middle schools to
support math instruction. We’ve continued to emphasize
reading and writing across the curriculum, provided
summer programs for students who need additional time to
master standards, used Fast ForWord labs in nine
elementary schools and expanded services for students
whose primary language is not English.

We’re continuing to assess our students’ progress through
standardized testing, and our teachers, students, and
parents use the MAP results to determine where students
have mastered skills and where they need additional work.

We’re working to use technology effectively to support
instruction and to provide students, teachers, and staff
access to information and resources.

Using our strategic plan to work together as a community
for our children is making a significant difference in the
education of our students.
